While the final draft remains 
to be edited at this time, it was the decision of the Board to include 
in this years report the goals and objectives of the Master Plan so 
that everyone would have a copye They appear in the Master Plan as 
follows: 


IMPLICATIONS FOR THE FUTURE 


Based on the materials developed in the preceding chapters beginning 
with the Community Survey and the basic studies of the town, it is 
recommended that the Town of Langdon adopt policies, ordinances, regu- 
lations and the alike that will be supportive of and consistant with 
the following goals and objectives: 


Goal I 
Protect against the inappropriate use of land 
Objectives 

Ae To discourage the construction or building in 
flood zones, wetlands and on steep slopes. 

Be To utilize soils and topographical maps to make 
a determination of the appropriateness of land 
conditions. 

Ce To enforce State and local health and sanitation 
codes. 

D. To encourage land use that causes little damage 
to the land's natural features and promotes the 
general welfare of existing properties. 


Goal II 
Provide for planned growth minimizing expenses to the Town 
and in keeping with the citizens ability to pay. 
Objectives 
Ae To encourage the development of light industry 
that is clean, non=polluting and suitable to 
areas identified for development.
